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REPORT OF THE DIRECTORS. 


To HIS ExcErLLENCY, N. G. ORDWAY, 
Governor of Dakota : 
| ١ | 
Sir :—At the January session of the Legislature of 1881:-an act 


to locate and provide for the building and government of a Terri- 
torial Penitentiary was passed, and approved February 8th, 1881. 


In accordance with section 2, chapter 104, of said act, Thos. H. 


Brown and Richard H. Booth, of Sioux Falls, and Wallace L. 
Dow, of Pierre, were appointed as Directors. 
Section 7 of the same act requires the Directors to make a full 
and complete report of their.doings, which we herewith submit. 
Owing to the impassable condition of the: roads during the 
spring of 1881 the Board was unable to meet until June of that 
year. The members saving duly qualified, the organization of 
the Board was then completed by the election of W. L. Dow as 
chairman and Tbos. H. Brown as secretary. 
SELECTION OF THE SITE. 


“The Board at once proceeded to inspect the various sites sug- | 


gested: Section 1 of the above act says: “The Penitentiary shall 
be located on a tract of land not less than eighty acres in extent; 
* shall be within a radius of one mile from the corporate limits of 
the village of Sioux Falls, Minnehaha County, D. T., and the cost 
not to exceed five hundred dollars.” Having given the subject of 
location due consideration we were unable to procure the required- 
amount of land for the sum named. Two of the most desirable 
sites were selected, either of which would cost much more than 
the amount at our command. One site was located on the line of 
the Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha railway, the other 
on the line of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul road, Not be-

ing able to proceed further with our duties on account of funds, 
the financial difficulties were removed by an offer from the agents 
of both companies to make up the deficit should the location bee ㆍ ` 
selected on their line of road. July 6ththe site on the C. M. & 
St. P. road was selected on account of its superior facilities for 
water supply and drainage, the Sioux river crossing the southeast 
corner one hundréd and sixty-one feet below the grade line, and. 
about nine hundred feet from the building. The point selected for 
the buildings is one and one-fourth miles north of the postoffice, 
and one-half mile from the corporate limits of the village. It 
| overlooks the entire village, the falls of the Sioux and the sur- 
n rounding country for at least ten milesin every direction. Onthe 
| 
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۱ west the ground gently slopes to the Sioux river, one and one-half 
miles distant, and sixty feet below the grade line. 


The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railway crosses the land 

: just west of the buildings, from which .a side track has been 

a constructed to the prison yard. This track was built by the com- 

| pany free of any expense to the territory, and has proved of great 

| value in the construction of 02 the delivery of fuel, sup- 
1 | plies, ete. 


: ^ At this time the Board were informed that the appropriation 
1 of $30,000 made by the United States government for a Territor- 
| ial Penitentiary at Sioux Falls, mention of which is made in sec- 
tion 4, chapter 23, laws of 1881, could not be used in the con- 
struction of the contemplated buildings, but the governmentswould 
probably erect a Penitentiary under its own direction. In view of 
this fact the Board consulted the proper officials in regard to the 
location of site and the practicability: of constructing the build- 
ings in such a manner that they could eventually be made one 
institution. With this idea in view, eighty five acres of land were 
contracted for, and proceedings instituted to complete the desired 
LE result. During the month of August deeds were made by the 
j. owners conveying eighty-one acres of land to the Territory, and 
3 . four acres to the United States government, payment being made 
| as prescribed in section 1, chapter 104, laws of 1881, of five hun- 
: dred dollars, and the necessary amount required as before men- 
1 tioned. An agreement was made with the Secretary of the Inter- 
j ior by which the United States government was permitted to erect 
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one wing of the proposed buildings against the main building, 
using the walls of the same for one end of the wing; also giving 
the right to connect with the sewer outside of the buildings, the 
southwest line of the land conveyed to the United States: govern- 
ment being on a line with the outer walls of the main building. 
By this agreement the Secretary of the Interior paid to the Direc. 
tors the sum of five hundred dollars, which sum was placed to the 
credit of the construction account, as our final report will show. 


PRISON BUILDINGS. 


In accordance with section 8, chapter 104, the Board advertised 
on June 4th, 1881, for plans and specifications for a Penitentiary 
building. None being received that merited approval, the board 
carefully inspectod several Penitentiaries, and consulted with men 
of experience in ine management of penal institutions. While 
the Legislature contemplated the erection of a wing only, for 
which the sum of fifty thousand dollars was amply sufficient, we 
could not see it to be for the best interest of the Territory to expend 


the money wholly for that purpose. The erection of the main^ 
building seemed. of equal importance, and we decided to under- . 


take this in connection with the wing, and to so construct the 


building that future additions would not require the rebuilding of | 
any portion erected with this appropriation. The general plan - 


was agreed urou, and a member of the Board, who is an archi- 
tect, appointeu. to make plans and estimates under the instruction 
of the Board, witi the following results: The contemplated struc- 
ture will consist of a main building for administrative purposes, 
two wings for cells, a building some sixty feet in therear of main 
. building to contain bath-room, laundry, solitary cells, female prison 
and hospital; between these'buildings will be the boiler-house. 

In front of the main building will be a-dwelling house for the 
warden, a corridor separating the two from the second story, leav- 
ing a passage way under the same. A yard wall from the end of 
the wings passing to the rear and enclosing sufficient room for the 
hospital building, railroad track and shops. The plans for. pres- 


ent use include the main building, one wing and a temporary . 


boiler house. Before final adoption the plans were submitted to 
and approved by the Secretary of the Interior, so that the two 
wings would present a uniform appearance. 
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The main building is fifty-four by seventy-one feet; the walls 
are fort, -five feet to top of cornice. The first story contains an | 
entrance hall, lavatory, cook-room, cellar and two stuze rooms, and 
is eleven feet high. 


The second story contains a guard hall running across the 
building, entrance hall, warden and députy warden’s office in front, 
two guard rooms and dining hall in the rear, and is eleven feet 
high. 

The third story is twenty feet high. The front is designed for 
a chapel, which has direct communication with the cell-room ; the 
rear is in two stories, both of which will be required for the use of. 
officers and guards. 


The wing, or cell-room, is fifty-one. by seventy-seven and one- 
half fe-t, and thirty-two feet to top of cornice. A block of cells 
occupy the center, leaving a corridor twelve feet wide on the sides, 
and fourteen feet atfront end. There are seventy-two cells, each 
five feet wide by eight feet long and seven feet high, built in four 


tiers and connected by iron galleries And stairs. 


The specifications require the walls to be three feet thick, con- 
structed of Sioux Falls stone, lined with brick, leaving an air space 


. between. All angles and openings to be trimmed with best qual- 


ity of cut stone of light color; partition walls to be of brick tothe | 
third story of main building, above this floor the inside finish is 
omitted. The roof, cornice and ventilators are of iron, the floors 
deafened, and the whole as near fire-proof as the means at our 
command will admit. The necessary iron work is of the most 
substantial and approved design, and is constructed with special 
care, several improvements being introduced that add much to the 
strength and convenience of the, building. The cell locks are 
made by L. M. Ham & Co., of Boston. The locks for the other 
doors, by the Yale Lock Co., of New York. No attempt is made 
to produce an architectural effect by ornamentation, only striving 
to make the proportion of the building and the harmony of its 
several parts as pleasing as possible with the materials at hand, 
and at the same time to have every part constructed with good 
materials, substantial and durable in their character, pesing in 
mind the amount of the appropriation. 
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PROPOSALS. 


On July 30th, 1881 advertisements were inserted in the Press ' 
and, Dakotaian, Dakota Herald, Sioux Falls Press, Sioux Falls Times, 
Sioux City Journal and St. Paul Pioneer-Press, asking for sealed 
proposals for the erection of the Dakota Penitentiary, in accord- 
ance with the plans and specifications thereof. On August 30th 
the bids were opened and the contract for the masonry and car- 
penter work was awarded to R. D. Silver, of Lincoln, Nebraska, 

- for the sum of thirty-four thousand eight hundred and thirteen 
dollars and eight cents, ($34,813.08.) Mr. Silver furnished the 
required bonds and immediately began work. Mr. R. H. Booth, a 
member of the board was appointed Superintendent of construc- 
tion and has devoted a large share of his time to the personal 
inspection of the work. 


October 7th, proposals were asked for the iron work complete. 
On the 19th the bids were opened—nine being received; the 
lowest being five thousand nine hundred and fifty (5,950.00) dol- 
lars, and the highest eight thousand and seven hundred and sev- 
enty-seven dollars and forty cents, ($3,777.40.) The three lowest 

. -bidders refusing to qualify, the board decided to reject all bids 
and again advertise; six bids were received. On the 27th of 
October Messrs. Martin & Anderson, of Yankton, were awarded the 
contract for the sum of six thousand five hundred and fifty 
($6,550.00,) this being nine hundred and forty-five dollars less 
than the lowest responsible bid under the previous advertisement. . _ 
The contractor, Mr. R. D. Silver, succeeded in putting in the 
foundation before th.» close of the season, and was busily engaged 
in procuring the material during the following winter. Work, 
was begun early in the spring of 1882, and prosecuted so that - 
final settlement was made with Mr. Silver, September 30th, after 
8 thorough inspection of the work as required by law. On the 
22nd of November the contract of Messrs. Martin & Anderson 
was completed and payment made in full. 


WATER SUPPLY. 


The contract of Mr. Silver called for a well eight feet in 
diameter and sixty feet deep, which was expected to furnish 
' sufficient water for present use; at this depth no water was. 
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found, and the board decided to continue the search under their 
own direction. After reaching a depth of one hundred and 
eighteen feet only a very limited supply of poor water was found, 
and the well had to be abandoned. At a point some five hund- 
red feet from the buildings and fifty feet below the grade line, a | 
sufficient supply of good water was found at a depth of fourteen 
feet. A contract was made with Messrs. Fairbanks & Morse, 
of ‘Chicago, to provide a tank, wind mill pump, and pipes 
sufficient to guarantee a daily supply of seventy-five barrels of 
water. This work has been done in the most satisfactory man- 
ner and will furnish water for many years to come, almost free 
of expense. 'lhe wateris pumped to an elevated tank of nine 
hundred barrels capacity, situated outside of the buildings; from 
the tank the water is conveyed to the boiler house and distribu- 
ted through all parts of the main building and call room, with 
hose connections on each floor.

SEWERS AND PLUMBING. 


Sewers of Akron pipe have been laid from the building and 
grounds to the Sioux river, a distance of nine hundred feet. The 
various soil pipes are ventilated through the roof of the build- 
ing. The plumbing is done with the best of materials, and con- 
sists of four bath tubs, two wash bowls, three water closets, a hot 
water boiler for the range, and several sinks and cesspools. 


HEATING APPARATUS. 


While the law did not contemplate the use of steam in heating 
the buildings it seemed a waste of money to furnish stoves for 
this purpose. Proposals were asked of several parties for the en- 
tire heating apparatus; the proposition of Messrs. S. I. Pope & 
Co. of Chicago was deemed the best, and contracts were made . 
with them July 21st 1882. 


The low pressure direct radiation system was adopted. ‘The 
boiler is of sufficient capacity to heat the main building and both 
wings. 'The fuel used is best hard coal. The entire ápparatus 
works in the most perfect manner, keeping an even temperature 
throughout the buildings. 
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COOKING APPARATUS. 


The cooking appara: ı4 consists of one Richardson & Boynton 
range seven feet in length, one large sized iron bake oven, and 
three steam kettles for cooking vegetables. 


VENTILATION. 


Every room in the building has one or more large ventilating 
flues with suitable iron registers; each cell has à separate ventila- 
" ting flue running up toan air chamber over the block of cells; the 

roof is provided with self operating iron ventilators of approved 
design ; fresh air is admitted to the cell room as required, by down 
“draft flues under each window. 


REMOVAL OF PRISONERS. 


In accordance with Section 1 of Chapter 105, law of 1881, we 
gave notice November 17th, 1882, “that the building was in readi- 
ness to receive the prisoners now at Detroit,” and requested an 
order for their remoyal, which was duly received, and on Decem- 
ber 18th twenty-nine prisoners were transferred from Detroit, 
Michigan, into the building, under charge of Mr. C. M. Koehler, 
as Warden. Mr. Koehler was for several years an officer at the 
Detroit House of Correction and brings to us the same excellent 
system of prison management so successfully adopted at that in- 
stitution, as well asa personal knowledge of all the Territorial 
prisoners. The balance of the prisoners at Detroit will be re- 
moved early in the month of January. 


Considerable work on the inside’ of the building was omitted 
in the several contractsas well as the grading of the grounds, in 
order to furnish employment for a portion of the prisoners during 
the winter. 


'The.matter of prison labor has been very perplexing to the 
Board. The great expense of machinery for any manufacturing 
purpose that, would employ so many men and the expense of 
freight to any wholesale market prevents any satisfactory way out 
of the difficulty in this manner. 


'The general advice from prison officials is to avoid the contract 
system'if possible, many claiming that one-fourth more labor is 
performed where the prisoners work under the direct charge and 
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control of the Warden. After careful investigation we would 

Be recommend the employment of the prisoners in the stone quar- 

0 * ples and in the construction of the future buildings and prison 

walls, under the direction of the officer of the prison.' This will‏ جو 
require but a small outlay for tools and machinery, and will keep‏ 

. the prisoners at work until some‘ more practical industry devel- 
ops.

The Territory now owns a small quarry near the foot of the 
blufis and adjoining the railroad. An additional tract of land 
can be prócured at a fair price and the work begun early in the 
coming season. 
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CONCLUSION. CE 
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The directors feel unable to give a satisfactory report of the 
disbursements of the several funds at this time ; the recent open- 
ing of the institution with. its many unusual expenses and the 
unfinished condition of the heating apparatus prevents final set- 
tlement, and is our reason for the delay. We beg leave to make 
a, supplementary report early i in the month of January, giving a 
detailed statement covering the several contracts and disburse- 
ments. We can state, however, that the funds will be sufficient 
to pay all outstanding bills. 
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The Directors are gratified that they are able to record that. no 
accident has occurred to any of the large number of workmen 
employed upon the several branches of the work, and that settle- 
ment has been made with every contractor as soon as his work 
was finished. ~ 
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We have made it our constant study and aim to provide for the 
Territory, the foundation at least, for one of the best penal insti- 
7 tutions possible for the money placed at our disposal. 
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S We would especially call to the attention of your Excellency 
p the importance of the necessary appropriations in order to con- 
d tinue the work and meet the current expenses for the next two 
MN years, an estimate of which we herewith submit:
